Observer’s  attention  was  directed  to 
the  object  by  the  light  appearing  in 
near  vicinity  of  observer's  aircraft 
and  at  approximately  same  altitude  of 
8500  feet  MSL.  Object  appeared  from 
northwest,  made  a left  turn  of  from 
1800  to  270®,  then  faded  from  view, 
in  a rapid  climb,  at  25000  feet  MSL 
or  above.

Captain  Stuart  stated  that 
the  size,  coloring,  pattern  and  intensity  of  the  flame 
indicated  a rocket  type  engine  rather  than  a Jet.  The 
radar  facility  controlling  traffic  for  Miramar  riA3  advised 
that  a TACA:*  holding  pattern  for  iy.ramar  NAS  is  located 

in  the  same  area  where  the  UFO  was  reported. 
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
